BAYOU CADDY PROJECT 
GOES TO PUBLIC WORKS 
COMMITTEE, U. S. 
ENGINEERS 


The Bayou Caddy Project, a pro- 
posal to widen, deepen, and lengthen 
the mouth of Bayou Caddy so that 
larger boats may make use of the har- 
bor facilities, and so that boats en- 
gaged in the seafood industry might 
also make use of the facilities of the 
Crystal Canning Company plant far- 
ther up the bayou, has been sent to 
the US House of Representatives’ Com- 


mittee on Public Works and to the 
District. Engineer, US Engineers at 
Mobile. This 1s the latest information 


from Congressman Will M. Whittington 
of Mississippi, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Public Works. The present sta- 


tus of the project was outlined by 
Mr. Whittington in a letter to Mayor 
Warren Carver, dated August 17, as 
follows: 


“Acknowledgement is made of your 
letter of August 14 in which you inquire 
concerning the status of the Bayou 
Caddy Project, Lakeshore, Mississippi. 

“A Committee Resolution, requested 
by my good friend and colleague Re- 
presentative William M. Colmer, has 
been prepared and forwarded to the 
Chief of Engineers, Department of the 
Army, for recommendation, in accord- 
ance with Committee practice. 

“Your statements concerning the need 
for dredging the mouth of Bayou Caddy 
and the facts outlined in Mr. Leaveau's 
letter in justification of the project, 
will be added to the Committee file 
and receive the careful consideration 
of the Committee on Public Works 
when the report of the Engineers is 
transmitted to us.” 

The letter from Mr. V. A. Leaveau 
which was referred to by Congressman 
Whittington was a letter to Mayor 
Carver dated August 5, 1950, outlining 
the reasons why the Committee 


Public Works should favorably con- 
sider the project at Bayou Cuddy at 
this time. Mr Leaveau's two-page 
letter was photostated by` Clerk of 
Courts A. C. Mitchell who made no, 
charge for this service, and one copy 


each was mailed by Mavor Carver to 
the twenty-nine members comprising 
the House Committee on Public Works.
